most profound sympathy was expressed for
Mrs. Asior, Mrs. Drarton’s mother, whose
goodness of heart and charity toward others
has endeared her to thonsands,
Drayton's Case Very Badly Handied,

A good many people who read to-day the
published eorrespondence on which Mr
Borrowe's seconds hold him exeused from
giving Dr. Drayron satisfaction eame to the
eonclusion that Mr. Drayton’s case had been
badlv handled by his French seconds, and
that the pronuneiamiento of M. Aurelien
Scholl and the Duc de Morny that “this
person”™ had forfeited his right to exaet a
bostile meeting, being founded on an ex-
pert statement of the facts, is of weight only
as counsel's opinion, with no judicial
guality sbout it, and leaves the case open,
even in the minds of adherents of the
eode.,

It was easier to find men who sympathized
with Mr. Dravton and rejected as absurd
the idea that he had received “an annoal
monetary considesation™ for his patience
that to find those who belicve the case
closed sgainst him,

Tune Cluby Not ut All Content.

It is not likely, for Instance, that the
T'wion Ciub, the Kuickerbocker Club or the
Manhattan Club, of all which Mr. Drayton
ie & member, will acoept any such finding
without severe question, or particularly,
thut the Lawyers” Club, of whick both Mr
Iiravton and Mr. Borrowe are members,
will be content with it.

As 1 look =t it,
Drayton was victimized. He was angry
and excited, while Borrowe was calm and
shrewd. The latter selected two clever men
for his seconds, and they calmly proceeded
to put Dravton in a false position. If
Diravion’s seconds bad understood the sitn-
ation, and had been ax clear-headed as Bor-
rowe's seeonds were, Drayton wounld never
have been placed in the false light in which
he now appears.

Drayton P'ut in a Talse Position,

seconds are responsible for it.  This is only

another indication of their smartness, Tht_"
have put Drrayvion on the defensive, where
his ouglht really be the offensive position.

It has been an open seoret in
society that Borrowe was suspiciously
friendly with Mrs Drayton. The scandal
has even been hinted at in the newspapers.

Drayton's Duty at the Beginning.

“If Dravton had done his duty he would
have separated from his wife quietly, taken
his children, and never had anything more
to do with her. It seems to me the duty of
a man in such a case is perfectly simple.
His first daty is to his children. They
should be spared the shame and humilistion
which public sunouncement of their
mothers’ shame is sure to bring upon them.
1t there were no children, I should be in
tavor of a doel.”

M. Aurelisn one of the two
French gentlemen to whom the seconds of
Mr. Borrowe referred the guestion of meet-
ing Mr. Drayton on the a.ld of honor, is
famous throughout Europe as & duelist. An
sxpert has linked bis name with those of
Paul de (h-gnn. Henri Rochefort and
others whose duels bhave become known
throughout the world. His duel with the
Count de Dion, in 1884, stirred Parisian
society as such afiairs rarely do. "After de
Dion had driver hie sword into Scholl’s
body, leaving the broken point sticking be-
tween the eighth and ninth ribs, Bcholl
wanted to continue the fight, but the seconds
interfered,

Scholl’s wound was dressed on the spot,
and an hour later he appeared at a famous
restaurant. That mght he occupied his edi-
torial chair in the office of E’ Venement, ns
usual. Scholl is considered & witty writer
and is a thorough Parisian. The Duc de
Morny has not figured so prominently in
dueling affairs. He is the son of that famous
Duec de Morny who was Napoleon IIL's
Minister of Foreign Affaire, and who was
reputed to be the Emperor’s balf brother.

Not the First Quarrel in the Family.

The case recalls a quarrel several years
ago between Mrs. Dravton’s brother, John
Jacob Astor, and Mr. Borrowe's younger
brother, Beekman Kip Borrowe. Mr.
Astor and young Mr. Borrowe met in the
clonkroon after a ball, and in some way be-
came involved in an saltercation. At the
time it was said that Mr. Astor had
offended Mr. Borrowe, and that the lstier
had retalisted wi a blow straight
out from the shoulder. The row created a
good deal of talk at the time, and it was
even su that the yonni men had
agreed to settle their diflerences by the code
of honor. The friends of the voung men,
however, declared that the trouble had been
very much exaggerated and that it amounted
to nothing, is story was revived to-day,
and it was hinted that the encounter was
the result of something that bad been said
regarding Mr. Hallett Borrowe and Mrs
Drayton.

THE INJURED HUSBAND.

Who J. Colemman Drayton Is—Why Fhila-
delphia Is Interested in the Case—Lots
of Cash in His Family—An Expert
Swordsman,

Mr. Drayton belongs to one of the oldest
and wealthiest of Philadelphia families,
His uncle Heward, and bis aunt, M. G.
Dorson Coleman, were seen to-night by a
reporter, but neither family had received
the slightest intimation of what had hap-
pened, They knew of no domestic troubles
between Mr. Drayton and his wife exoept
the rumors printed in the newspapers last
tall when they left for Europe.

Dr. Henry E. Drayton, Mr. Drayton’s
father, died many years ago, and the som,
slthough living nominally in Philadelphia
from borhood, spent the grester of his
time in New York.  Sinece his mp:r:.lge to
Miss Astor very little has been seen or
heard of bim in this city. His name, how-
ever, ie still down as & member of the Phil-
adelphin Club, which is the swellest social
elub in the city. His uncle Heward
was for vears & prominent lawyer, but bas
now retired from active practice. He is
Secretary of the Board of City
which controle the grest Stephen Girard es-
tate, and is & man of the highest social
standing and the most unimpeachable char-
ncter. e iza member of the Farmers'
Club of this eity, every member of which is
supposed to be a millionaire. His two
sons, Heward, Jr., snd William, are prom-
an-nt fizures in the most fashionable circles

ere.

Mra G. Dorson Coleman, Mr. Dra ‘s
aunt, has one of the handsomest residences
in the city, at 2108 Walnut street. Her
collection of pottery has s world-wide repu-
tation, and is supposed to be one of the
finest in the country. Mrs. Coleman is a
millionaire many times over. Her family
control the Cornwall and Lebanos Rallroad
and own Mt. Gretna, made famous by the
annual encampment of the Penusylvania
National Guards,. Mrs Coleman isa mem-
ber of the exclusive Acorn Club, and her
name ﬁrurﬂ among the list of patronesses
of all the lesding social and charitable en-
tertainments. Her son, G. Dorson Cole-
man. is & member of the Four-In-Hand
Club, the most exclusive organization in
Philadelphia, and owns a handsome eoun-
trv seat at Lebanon, where he entertains
the elub once a year. None of Mr. Dray-
ton's relatives in either family had received
word of his repotted departure for this
country. They were completely astonnded
by the news as told te them, but had no
comment of any kind to offer.

of Its Principals

The Yellowstone Park Association
Backing Up Its.Claims

THAT IT HAS BEEN ILL-TREATED.

A CLOSE FRIEND OF YOUNG HARRISON

[EFECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATCH.]

WASHINGTON, March 18, —Speaker Crisp
and Congressmen MoMillin and Catchings,
in the course of their conference to-day, as
the majority of the Committeeon Rules,
agreed to report to the House to-morrow for
consideration a resolution,which,if adopted,
as is probable, will open another in-
vestigation of the Department of the
Interior, this time touching a political
scandal laid direetly at the door of Secretary
Noble. The resolution thus to be given the
right of way is that introduced two weeks
ago by Congressinan McRae, of Arkansas,
providing for the investigation of the In-
terior Department’s management of the
Yellowstone National Park.

Nothing less than a bold, unserupulous
conspiracy to keep Montana in the Repub-
lican column next fall, with Russell B.Hars
rison, the President's son, 1n the role of
chief conspirator, and as his subservient
tool, the Secretary of the Interior, is in ef-
feet the charges of which the McRae resolu-
tian contemplates the investigation.

Immediate Investigation to Be Had,

“The resolution will undoubtedly be
adopted,” said Mr. McRae to-night to Tar
DisPATCH reporter. ‘It is to be under-
stood that I introdueed the resolution on my
own motion, based on the representation

of responsible . pnrties, of gerious
irregularities in the administration of
the park. Ten days or two weeks’

time will be allowed for both sides to be
pre , and the investigation will be
held here at the Capital, by the committes
designated. The fact that I may be ex-
pected to hear the eomplaints in a judicial
capacity forbids my giving or disenssing
them now.""

Representatives of the Yellowstone Park
Association, of which Mr. Charles Gibson,
of Bt. Louis,ia the President, have, however,
no hesitancy in stating in plain terms the
nature of the charges for which they are
responsibie. J. M. Clayton, of Buite City
& stockholder of the association, who for
some time past has been in Washington,
gives the association’s version of the case an
follows: :

Statement of the Company's Case.
h'l?lfl. Yellowstone Park e has
of the Interior, on certain park privilege:.
Under six of thess lesses six hotels have
been erected and and by one clause
in each leuse transportation faeilities have
been provided over about 121 miles of the
Government roads, the several lines head-
ing out of Montana, the natural entrance to
the park. All this has been done with an
aggregate investment of $600,000. Under
the terms of the leases no privilege could
be annulled without 60 davs’ notice, in or-
der to give the association an opportunity
to correct any mistakes on its part or mis-
representations that might be made to the
Interior De nt.

“At the close of last season we were noti-
fied by the department, without a moment’s
warning, that all the leases were null and
void, so far as they pertained to the trans-

rtatior plan. As a matter of fact these

dentical transportation privileges had been
already four days before turned over to an-
other party, to one 8. 8. Huntley, of Mon-
tana, & personal and political associate of
anllg Harrison.

Where the Politicsa Comes In.

““We propose to show that this act, illegal
in itself and against which we are now pro-
testing in the courts, was done by the De-
partment of the Interior for no other reason

than that of giving a temporary political ad-
vantage for the Rclpuhllun in the State
of Montana. As I have said, the transpor-

tation lines head ont of State, and hence
the 300 or thereabouts employes reside
there. Now, it bas happened that the man
who for years has been the able su‘vrin-
tendent of the company, General Wake-
field, is & Democrat, and of the other em-
ployes, three-fourths are Republicans.

“It is believed that when the last election
resulted in such & close division, the head
of the Btate ticket being elected Democratic
by 243 votes and the Legislature ng
Republican, ynuf Mr. Harrison
to covet the control of the Park Transporia-
tion Company, bglievln; he eould thereby
influence the politics of ita employes. He
could even incresse its roll indefinitely for
that purpose. Through his influence, we
believe, our leases were thus suddenly and
lile,_ull{lmnulled. after ha been granted
to Mr. Huntley. We are still in possesion,
however, and intend to stay in possession.”

IAFECTAL TELEGRAM TO THE DIRPATOR.|
PHILADELPHIA, March 18.—The store-
keepers of Kensington are up in arms
against what they csll an unjust sud en-
tirely uncalled-for action on the part of Di-
rector of Public Bafety Beitler, who, they
say, has issued a general order nofifying
milkmen, butchers, bakers and grocery

store proprietors to close their places of |
business on Sunday. - The police of the sev- |

era! Kensiogton districts have, it is eaid,
during the past week been notifying all
storekeepers of the above npamed classes
that they must from now on finish ap their
business before Sunday, as on that day ail
shops must be kept closed. 2

Nearly every person who is in charge of
a store in the Seventeenth ward has been
notified, and a grest many proprietors now
have signs posted up stating that they will
be elosed on Sunday hereafter. }

After receiving their orders a number of
people consulted Lawyer .John H. Fow as
to what they should do in the matter. Mr.
Fow looked up the records and discovered
that the old Blue Laws regarding the selling
of the necessaries ot life on Sanday had
Deen repealed.

Evident Misconstrootion of Orders.

When seen to-day, Mr, Fow stated that
he thought the police had misconstrued the
director’s orders, for as Mr. Beitler isa
lawyer, he must know that there is no law
against trading in the necessaries of life.
He eays also that the law of 17 itself per-
mits the delivery of milk, ete., before  A.
ar. and after 5 p. M. on Sundays

“There was a case something similar to
this,” said Mr. Fow, ‘‘iried before Judge
Mitchell, in the Court of Common Pleas,
about five years ago. It was that of the
Commonwealth versus Moebius. Mr. Moe-
bius was a buteher in my district, residing
on Secord street, near Jefferson. He was in-
dicted for selling meat on Sunday. A
motion was made before Judge Mitehell,
who is8 mnow a Judge of the
Supreme Court, to quash the indictment,
and atter an elaborsate ent, the judge
handed down a decision, in which he said:
“The Sunday law of April 22, 1704, is re-
pealed by tge aets of reh 1805 and

April 22, 1829, so far as the sales of
the neeessaries of life within the old dis-
trict of Kensiogton in P fa.”

The Law Everywhere the Same,
“Now,” continned Mr. Fow, “applying
this principle to otber distriets, the law
woultrbe the same, and the only place that
wounld be affected by any ordinance would

be that district in the old eity proper. In
this cular ecase Dbefore Ju
Mitchell, the laws of the District

of Kensingion only were involved. That
district comprised, prior 1o conpolidation,
all north of the Cohocksink creek to Guo
ner's run, and all east of Bixth street to the
Delaware river. Therefore, I am of the
opinion that the Police Departmegt had
better be careful and not issue an order in
direct violation of the law.”

One of Mr. Fow’s clients, a Seventeenth
ward milkman, was arrested this week, but
was disel by Magistrate Kane, while
another client, James Burkart, a butcher,
of Second and Master streets, has been noti-
fied to close. Mr. Fow has told these peo-
ple to continue their business on Sunday
all day if they choose, and should any more-
of his clients be notified he will give them
the same instructions. Should they be ar-
rested he will take the case to the courts
and let them deeide whether or not the old
Blue Law has been repealed.

. A Proper Observanca Was Ordered.

Director Beitler stated to-night: “Some
time ago 1 was notified by the Retail
Grocers’ Association that nearly all the
stores along South street were kept open on
Sunday and business carried on the same as
during the week. Tissned an order to the
police of the Second, Third. and Nineteenth
disfricts to nofify the storekeepers to ask
customers not to make purchases on Sunday.
Since then I have been informed by the
same association that stores in other see-
tions of the city were doing business on
Sundav. I sent word to the Lieutenants of
police to endeavor to have a proper ob-
servance of Sonday by the storekeepers in
their respective districts. Policemen were
instrneted simply to ask storekeepers to
close up ns eurly as possible, but not de-
mand that they should close up entirely.
The rule did not apply to milkmen. "

When asked whether or notany order had
been issued regarding the closing of cigar
stores and other places where luxuriesare
sold, Mr. Beitler replied that there had not.
Cigar stores have always been open on Sun-
days, aud he saw no reason why they should
be closed. His attention being called to the
ease cited by Lawyer Fow, Mr. Beitler
said: “If there is such a law the storekeep-
ers may continue their business on Sunday,
the same as any other day, and we caanot
close their places'

YRAUDS ON THE POOR.

ALL RUSH BACK T0 THIS CITY

Except the Unfortnnate Who Fell a Vietim
to Mazked Mountaineers.

DRAGGED FROM HIS BED T0 BE KILLED

The lawless spirit so manifest in some parts
of the South bas again shown itself in
‘West Virginia and an Italian has probably
gone to solve the eternal problem by the
Iynching route. James Abrilo, a Pittsburg
employment agent, tells the story, Thisis
how it goes:

“Several months ago," suid he, “I sent &
party of 25 Italiaus down to Dingess, Logan
county, W. Vi, to work for the rail-
rond contractors, Mnson, Hardes &
Co., who had A contract on
the Norfolk and Western Railroad. The
foreman of the party was Frank Amorosa,
He was a great deal better jnformed than
the average Italinn, speaking the English
language fairly well He asnd his men
worked hard, receiving §1 40a day for their
labor.

A Compsauy Store Canses Tronble.

“The compauy, like all concerns of iis
kind, had s store and it was not burdened
with conseience. The men received a
check each day for $1 40, payable

at  the store. This did net mean
thongh that the wen were fto re.
receive that mueh mosey. They conld get

goods thongh, but of course the company
fixed the prices

“For instance, a loal of bread of an ordi-
nary size could be purchased for 25 eents,
while a pound of sugar conld be had tor 13
cents. These moderate charges did not sait
Mr. Amoroso or his men cither after he
had explained to them how they were being
fleceed  The outcome of it wasthe men
kicked.

“Amoroso bourded with Mr. Dingess,
from whom the town got its nafie. The
other men were quartered in shanties some
digtance away. On the night of Mareh 10 &
party of masked mountaineers, armed with
rifles, went to the Dingess house and ealled
out the proprietor. They demaaded that
Amoroso be put out of the house, with the
orders that he immediately leave the rown.
Mr. Dingess was not built that way, and
refusad to obey the ediets of the bandits *

Drugged From His Bed by Lynchers,

“This did not for a moment throw =
barrier in the way of these hardy, blood-
thirsty men of the mountains. With =
wave from the leader, a dozen Winchesters
were leveled at the one loge defender of tha
houze, and the marauders marched in,
dragged the poor defenseless som of Italy

from his bed. o

“All this was done without a word from
the masked men, save when they first asked
for the man. He was quickly bound and
dragged  sereaming from the house,
On the outside he pleaded with
liis captors, but they spoke mot a word and
hustled him off throngh the night. As far
as the ear could hear came back the pleud-
ings of the man.

“The town is so small and =0 widely
seattered that hall of it might be destroyed
and the other halt would kuow nothing of
it, so that on this night no one heard the
man’s ery for help but 3r. Dingess and the
captors. The bearding house proprietor
was too well nequainted with the doings of
that semi-givilized land, and Enew it would
be useless to interfere.  So he had to stand
in his door and see his boarder earried off to
the monntains and probably his desth.

“Logan connty 18 sitnated in one of the
most wild and ancivilized parts of that
semi-barbarious State. Tt is especially so
arouod the hamlet of Dingess, As near as
Tean find it is between two chains of motn-
tains, which are infested with bands of rob-
bers that have committed every erime on
the category, lynching being a pastime.

No Chance for His Life.

“With such a country and such a people
to deal with it isnot likely Amoroso stood
any show for his life, bat at the Elmurn ot
the mob was either shot down like a dogor
Lreathed his last at the end ot a rope.

“The next morning the other Italians
went around in search of their foreman and
heard what had happened. They were so
terrified that they immediately fled the
country and came back to Pitisburg. Aside
trom what they told me about Amoroso’s
objection to the company store, T know of
nothing that wonld bring do#n the enmity
of those men against him.

“Since the time I learned of the case [
have been doing all in my power to find the
man, but [ have about relinguished all
hopes of ever finding traek of him. 1 think
there ean he little doubt but for no other
reason than that the man wanted to express
his mind the regulators whisked his lifs
away."”
